THE POOR OF EUROPE. 

London, Jan. 20. — From all parts of 
Europe comes tho cry of the suffering poor. 
London is in as much noed of Balfour's re- 
lief fund as Ireland, Tho poor boxes in tho 
magistrates' courtB are exhausted in answer- 
ing calls of respectablo and well jecom- 
mended people, and thousands are known 
to be starving at homo sooner than nccept 
the alternative of going to tho workhouse. 
Tho Salvation Army shelters are crowded, 
and for several nights many havo had to be 
turned away for lack of accommodation. 
The charge at these shelters for supper, bed 
and breakfast is fourpence, but those with- 
out money are received and are allowed to 
pay in labor. In Paris the authorities aro 
hiring additional buildings for the reception 
of the destitute, numbers of whom wander 
all night in the streets. Warming rooms 
for their comfort aro very successful 
in alleviating tho misery, and a move- 
ment is on foot to add a howl' of 
aoup for each person. A petition has been 
presented to the German Kmperor repre- 
senting tho terrible condition of tho inhabit- 
ants of Schweidnits and other districts in 
Silesia, where typhus fever, brought on by 
hunger, is claiming many victims. The 
Duke of • Rutiborc, leader of the feudal 
party in Prussia, owns much territory 
there, but appears indifferent to the suffer- 
ings of his people. 

THE TROUBLE IN CIIII.I. 

A dispatch from Buonos Ayres says that 
Don Augustina Edwards, a very wealthy 
man, is said to be the moving spirit of tho 
revolution in Chili, and will tako Balmass- 
da's place should tho revolution prove suc- 
cessful. Valparaiso is in a very excited 
condition, and only the presence of a nu- 
merous garrison prevents an outbreak. 
Popular Bympathy is almost entirely with 
the insurgents. 

AN OMINOUS COINCIDENCE. 

An ominous coincidence is mentioned in 
connection with the festivities of Monday 
night at Berlin. Emperor William was to 
have made a speech, but his physicians in- 
sisted that he should not, owing to a sore 
throat. This was exactly 'the first public 
announcement made regarding the trouble 
which brought about tho death of the lato 
Kmperor Frederick, and recollection of that 
fact oust no little gloom over Monday 
night's brilliant assembly. Tho question 
suggested to many minds is whether the 
young KaiBor has the beginning of the ter- 
rible complaint which gave him the crown 
at thirty. Tho German press dare not hint 
at such a thing, but Berlin is full of 
whispers, 

KUSSIA OPPRESSING GERMANS. 

A Berlin dispatch states that the German 
court has been asked to remonstrate with 
Russia against tho harsh attack upon the 
German settlers in Russia-Poland. The 
sottler3 were induced by the Russians to 
come to Poland and take up the lands from 
which the Poles had been expelled. The 
German colonists have a very presperous 
Berlin company at Doubno, even owning a 
railway. Now that tho relations of Ger- 
many and Russia are changed, Russia lias 
discovered that the Germans aro dangerous 
and threatens to drive them out of tho 
empire. 

A POLITE HINT. 

The sergeant-dt-anns of the House of 
Commons lias notified the Irish leaders that 
he cannot provide a room any longer for a 
continuance of the debates over tho question 
of the Irish leadership, as all tho rooms aro 
required for various committees. This is 
looked upon as a hint that tho IIou30 does 
not wish the wrangle continued in the halls 
of Westminster, as the officer, no doubt, 
acted under instructions. 

THE NEW KARL OK CAITHNESS. 

Lord Berriodile, who has succeeded to 
the ancient earldom of Caithness, is not un- 
known in America. He recently returned 
from estates whicli ho owns in Dakota. 
Lord Berriedalo is .'i.l years old and a 
bachelor. He succeeds to a title shorn of 
territorial honors, although the Earls of 
Caithness once ruled the far north of Scot- 
laud from sea to sea. 

THE SCOTTISH RAILWAY STRIKE, 

The Scottish railway strike continues to 
show signs of breaking up, and there is a 
general disposition to end tho dispute. 
Forty-four of tho strikers, including a num- 
ber of veteran engineers, resumed work to- 
night. 

BY ATLANTIC CABLE. 



I ii I tic Interest of Parnclt. 

WaTBRFORD, Jan. 20. — Delegates of the 
trades and labor federation in session hero 
to day, by a vote of 291 to 28, decided to 
attend en masse a public demonstration in 
the interest of Parnell. 

Caused by Earthquakes. 

Geneva, Jan. 20. — Slight earthquake 
shocks were experienced here to-day, and 
tlie drowning of three persons which oc- 
curred shortly afterwards, whilst skating in 
tho harbor is attributed to tho ieo having 
been broken by shocks. 

To Relieve the Poor. 

Paris, Jan. 20. — Tho request of Minister 
Constans for a further grant of 100,000 
francs, to relievo the distress in tho pro- 
vinces, has been agreed to by the Chamber 
of Deputies. 

In Ihc InlereMt or Tcnrf. 

Vienna, Jan. 20. — The Neuo Froo Press 
says that tho importance of tho visit to St. 
Petersburg of Princo Ferdinand, of Bulgaria, 
cannot well bo ovor estimated, inasmuch as 
his journoy is made in tho interost of peace, 



and is an assuring evidence of tho friendly 
relations which exist between Vienna and 
St. Petersburg. The paper believes that 
tho visit of tho Princo will demonstrate that 
tho Czar does not intend submitting to pan- 
Slavist influences so long as Austria wishes 
to maintain peace with her Russian neigh- 
bors. . 

I'nrnelllte Meeting In London. 

London, Jan, 10, — A circular has been 
issued, calling upon all of Parnell's parlia- 
mentary followers to meet, to-morrow, in 
London. Parnell is expected to preside in 

EerBon. and it is understood that a plan will 
o determined upon for tho guidunce of tho 
Parnellitos during the coming session of 
Parliament. 



ESQUIMALT HAPPENINGS. 



Repairs to the "Costa Rica" About 
Completed— To Leave the Dry 
Bock, this Horning-. 



Which Shall be Next?-A Number of 
Vessels Waiting; Their Turn 
to be Overhauled. 



On Saturday, November 29, last, tho 
steamship Costa Rica, during a dense fog, 
ran aground in the Straits, sustaining in- 
juries of a most serious description, which, 
it was thought, rendered her destruction 
almost inevitable. With tho assistance of 
tho tugs Lorne and Pilot, with the U. S. 
cutter Corwin, she was, however, got off, 
when it was discovered that a sharp piece 
of rock hud pierced her Btarboard bow, that 
her keol bad been badly smashed, a large 
quantity of her plates torn from the rivets, 
and that otherwiso she had received very 
rough treatment. On being brought into 
port sho was placed in tho Esquimalt dry 
Jock, thoroughly surveyed and inspected, 
and a contract entered into with that well 
equipped establishment, the Albion Iron 
Works, to repair her and render her sea- 
worthy. Tho contract, it is understood, 
gave tho Albion company some ninety days 
in which to complete tho work 
they undertook, tho price being; 
it was said in the vicinity of §10,000, which 
sum included dockage charges. Knowing 
that there wore numbers of vessels whicli 
desired to enter tho graving dock without 
unnecessary delay, the management of the 
Iron works began to figure out things and 
concluded that by working double shifts 
they would, despite the extra cost of night 
work, be able to make a saving in their ex- 
penditures aud the better servo the vessel 
owners aud the shipping trado generally. 
Accordingly, with their accustomed enter- 
prise, they adopted ' the last mentioned 
course aud have tho satisfaction of being 
able to let the vessel out of dock within 44 
days. Tho work was superintended by 
Captain Collister, agent for Lloyd's and 
Government hull inspector ; the manager, 
Mr. Bullen, of tho contracting company 
having entrusted the work to Mr. Shaw, 
who has been unremitting in his exertions 
and, as Captain Collister says, bus turned 
out a job second to none that could bo 
turned out in any establishment. It was, 
he said, ilrst-class in every way, which was 
only to have been expected when one con- 
siders the splendid work which was done on 
H. M. S. Amphion. The Costa Rica was, 
oxcept for tho presence of her machinery 
und upper works, almost a sheer hulk when 
she was taken in hand, but now, according 
to Captain Collister, is, in muny respects, 
stronger than ever she was before. How 
much she was damaged will be gathered 
from tho fact that it became necessary to 
take out 45 plates, to replace 45 feet of 
keel, and supply 10O ribs which had been 
smashed and twisted until as they 
lie on the wharf they look almost like 
gigantic corkscrews. Her main keelson 
had to be eutiroly taken out, as well as 
many of her longitudinal bars, while at her 
bow there was an unusual amount of 
work to be done. Although she lias left 
the dock there remain eight to ten days' 
work to bo done, on her floors and carpentry 
work, which will be done us she lieB out in 
the harbor. Yesterday morning Captain 
Lewis, Mr. Finlayson, Captain Collister, 
Mr. Gamble, the vessel's chief engineer, aud 
Captain Mclntyre, her commander, made an 
expert and thorough inspection of the ship, 
Mr. Gamble putting on a water pressure of 
fifteen pounds to tho square inch, all of 
which she satisfactorily underwent, and this 
morning will take the water as sound and 
seaworthy as ever she was. This morning 
at four o'clock water will be let into tiie 
dock, and about seven o'clock the vessel is 
expected to again tako the water. 

The American steamers Tyheo and Mogul, 
the former an exceedingly powerful tug, and 
the latter a steamer out;of which international 
complications arose a littlo time hack, are 
waiting to go into tho dock, both having 
sustained injuries to their four-foot anil 
keel. It is expected that they will receive 
tho needed repairs at the hands of the 
Albion Iron Works who havo undertaken 
to repair tho Mongkut and the Olympian. 
There is some curiosity as to whicli vessel 
will first go into dock, the City of Kingston 
and Olympian being both ready, hut it is 
believed the latter will have admission 
first. 



Tho ship Henry Villard lies out in the 
stream and is taking in salmon from the 
steamer R. P. Rithet. It is reported that 
sho is waiting for tho arrival of tho Danube 
in order to ii 1 1 up, immediately on which 
sho will sail for Grout Britain. 

Tho barquo Oregon loft Esquimalt yester- 
day morning in tow of tho steamer Lome. 

This evening a social dance will be given 
in tho Blue Ribbon Hall by the officers of 
the Costa Rica, and their friends. A lari;e 
number of invitations have been issued. 
The festivities will begin at I) o'clock this 
evening. Arrangements have been made for 
all tho necessary tram car service, a car 
leaving for tho city after the closo of the 
ball. Piper Munroo will give appropriate 
Scottish music at intervals, and it is quite 
expected that a number of Scotchmen will 
attend in their kilts in compliment to tho 
hosts, who are many of them Scutcliinou.

David Kalakaua, King- of the Ha- 
waiian Islands, Expires at 
San Fraucisco 



After About a Week's Illness from 
Bright's Disease— Tho Death- 
Bed Scene. 



His Successor will be His Eldest 
Sister, the Present Regent 
of the Islands. 



San Francisco, Jan. 20.— For the past 
week, King Kalakaua has been ill at tho Pal- 
ace Hotel, and his case gradually became 
more serious. Ho suffered from an aggra- 
vated case of Bright's disease, the result of 
high living. Early this morning, his condi- 
tion suddenly changed for tho worso, and 
Rev. Dr. "Church, of tho Episcopal church, 
of which tho king is a member, adminis- 
tered tho sacrament to the royal invalid. 

LE ROI EST MORT. 

David Kalakaua, King of tho Hawaiian 
Islands, died in San Francisco, at the Pal- 
ace Hotel, at precisely half-past two o'clock, 
this p. in. At noon his case was pro- 
nounced hopeless by all the attending phy- 
sicians, and tho end was awaited. The 
King'B eyes wandered and rolled about re- 
cognizing no ono. Hi3 breath came fast 
and thick, and sweat poured from his fore- 
head. The body servant leaned over him 
every moment, aud sponged beads of per- 
spiration off and cooled tho King's brow. 
It was evident to all that tho King of Ter- 
rors was at hand. Whether ono hour or 
six remained of life, no one knew. The 
king's bed was moved around so that his 
feel were pointed in the direction of 
his island home that ho was never ugain to 
spp i The South Sea Islanders, brother and 
sister, who had been brought up by the 
King, though not Hawaiians, moved to and 
fro wi*7i noiseless step. The young girl, 
dressed in her blue gown, had been weep- 
ings, Sho had been Kalukaua's faithful 
nurse. About tho bed were Col. McFar- 
latie and Consul-General McKinley, with 
physicians, watch in hand. At the head of 
the bed, passing his hand caressingly over 
the head of his king, was Colonel Baker, 
with no eyes save for the dying form before 
him. On the bed, with a light coverlet 
thrown over him, which every now and 
then he threw impatiently off by a move- 
ment of his shoulder, lay the dying 
king. Every one that looked at 
that emaciated form felt the pathos 
of the scene. The once strong and 
vigorous monarch of the Hawaiian Islands 
lay gasping, his head resting on a pillow 
that was covered with heavy embroidery. 
The face formed a sure indication of the 
nearness of the end. The lower jaw had 
dropped down and the tongue clove to the 
roof of the mouth, so that tho rosping 
sound caused by his breathing was painful 
to hear. Tho eyes had ceased to roll and 
stared stolidly upwards, exposing the 
whites. Tho nostrils wero distended and 
tho cheek bones made more prominent than 
usual by tho contraction of the cheeks. The 
forehead was wrinkled and the features 
bore an expression of dreadful pain. The 
dying man seemed to wish to cry out, 
but no cry could issue from that dry 
aud parched throat, and nothing could be 
done to relieve tho thirst, save to wet, now 
and then, the lips. At ono o'clock, respira- 
tion had ceased, the gasps came quicker 
nnd quicker, and at just half-past two the 
Hawaiian breathed his last. Those present 
in the dying man's chamber in his last mo- 
ments were Col. McFarlane, Col. BakcT, 
Glaus Spreckels, Gen. Dimond, Admiral 
Brown, Dr. Woods, Dr. Taylor, Dr. Saw- 
yer, Godfrey Rhodes, Charles R. Bishop), 
Consul-General McKinley, Mrs. McKinley, 
Mrs. Bishop, Rov. Dr. J. Sanders Reed, 
and a number of officers of tho navy. 

VIVE LA HEINE. 

The successor to the crown is the regent, 
Princess Lydia K. Liliuokalani, eldest sis- 
ter of King Kalakaua, who was proclaimed 
heir apparent to the throne, April 12th, 
1877, in accordance with tho constitution. 
Princess Liliuokalani is at present regent in 
the Kingdom, and on two former occasions 
was called upon to act in the same high 
capacity. She was born September 2nd, 
18,'IS. It is her constitutional right to 
name her successor by proclamation, and 
t hero can be no doubt whatever that sho 
will name her neice, Princess Kainlani, 
only daughter of her sister, tho late Prin- 
cess Likelike, and the Hou. A. S. Cleghorn, 
her husband. Princess Kainlani is now in 
England, whero she is being suitably educa- 
ted to her futuro exalted position. This 
young lady was born at Honolulu, October 
10th, 1807. 

THE HAWAIIAN MINISTRY. 

The death of King Kalakaua will neces- 
sarily cuuso a change of ministry, but thero 
ia no reason to suppose that thero will bo 
any modification of the cabinet. The 
premier, Hon. Jno. Cumniings, is a native, 
and represents tho nativo interests of the 
kingdom, whllo possessing the entire confi- 
dence ot the foreigners. Liliuokalani 18 a 
very clever woman, and, although she would 
prefer to bo surrounded by ministers und 
people of her own race, she is too shrewd to 
antagonize tho foreign element by making 
any radical changes. Tho present ministry 
possessed the confidence of the legislature, us 
expressed by vote prior to its prorogation, 
and the sovereign cannot dismiss it except 
upon a direct vote of non-contidenco by the 
Legislature. What will happen is this: 
The ministry will resign in compliance with 
constitutional usage, on tho death of the 
King being announced, and will be imme- 
diately sworn in as constitutional advisors 
of tho new sovereign, as possessing the con- 
fidence of tho Legislature. Any other pro- 
cedure would be revolutionary. Liliuoka- 
lani, as Queen, will mako a change in her 
personal attendants, and, probably, cither 
Curtis, lukeaor Wilcox, the revolutionary 
leader, will become chamberlain. It is 
probable, however, that Col. Geo. W. Mc- 
Farlane may be continued in that position. 
Outsido of tho chamberlain's oflico, no 
change is likoly to bo made. 

TnE LATE KING. 

King Kalakaua was born about 18.18, ol 
ono of the highest familios in tho Sandwich 
Islands. At the deuth of Kamehamuha, in 
1872, David Kalakaua nnd William Luna- 
lilo, tho latter was elected by a plobiscituin, 
which was confirmed by tho legislature. 
Ho died about a year afterwards, wheu 



Kalakaua again advanced his claim, and 
was elected by tho legislature in 1' «.uruary, 
1874, since which time he has occupied thm 
throne.

SUICIDE ON THE ABYSINNIA. 


One of the Cabin Passengers Shoots Himself 
Through the Head When the Vessel 
Is Four Days From Vancouver. 

J. S. Turner, a cabin passenger on the; 
Abysinnia, from Hong Kong to Vancouver 
en route to Richmond, Va., committed sui- 
cide by shooting himself twico in tho head 
with a revolver, four days before the steam- 
ship reached Vancouver, on Saturday. 
Deceased was 4G years of age. On J uno 11, ' 
1839, the dead man had a difficulty at War- 
rentown, Va., with Robert Turner, a 
brother-in-law, caused hy the ill treatment 
of Turner towards bis sister, in which Robt. 
Turner was severely punished. Shortly 
afterwards both parties met with pistols, 
when Robert Turner wus killed. Lieut. 
E. H. Turner then left Warrentown and 
travelled to Spain. As a representative o£ 
a Sun Fraucisco company ho secured large 
concessions from tho Spanish government 
in the Marshall islands. It was presumably 
to close up business matters with his firm 
that brought him over. Tho dead man 
leaves two children in his native homo. 
Before taking his life he drew up a will, 
leaving instructions as to the disposition of 
his property und body. His personal effecta 
are valued at §10,000, of which S700 in 
rash was found on his person, sufficient to 
pay all expenses. 

The bouy was embalmed at Vancouver 
and sent tt Elizabeth, N.J., on Monday, 
according to instructions, where tho de- 
ceased's mother is buried. His will and 
effects ure in tho bands of the United States 
consul at Vancouver. Turner's estate is 
valued at a large amount. It is said that 
deceased was a son of Admiral Turner, of 
the United States Pacitic squadron. •

First Session of thi> Sixth Parliament. 
SECOND DAY. 



Victoria, Jan. 20, 1891 
Promptly at 2 o'clock the speaker took 
the chair, and after prayers by the Rev, 
Arthur Beanlatula, the House proceeded 
to the- consideration of the orders of the, 
day. 

THE KEPLY TO TUB SPEECH. 

Mr. Hunter, in moving the Address in 
reply to the Speech from the Throne, and 
the consideration of the speech, asked the 
House to accompany him back in their 
minds for a period of twonty years, if hen 
he first took his seat as a membor of the 
legislative assombly. The House of that 
day was undivided in its fealty to the 
people and the responsible government of 
the people. Of those composing that 
assembly, some now were filling respon- 
sible positions, some had gone to that un- 
discovered country, while a few, he was 
pleased to see, were still to be his assu- 
ciates in the present parliament. Among 
the latter was the leader of the Govern- 
ment to-day. Long beforo responsible 
government waa the possession of the 
people of British Columbia, that gentle- 
man had fought long and hard for this 
inalienablo right, of which he 
was still the champion. It was 
true that ho had modified his views 
somewhat sinco then, and he (tlio hon. 
member for Comox) could now givo him 
his cordial support. (Applause). Another 
of the members of that parliament of 
twenty years ago, who had occupied a 
seat next to him, was the now loader of 
Her Majesty's right loyal opposition. 
That gentleman, too, had modified his 
opinion. That hon. gentleman had now 
been in 21 j ears' continuous, unrewarded 
service, and one could not but admire 
his unswerving loyalty to his party and 
his position. Ho was sorry not to have 
the benefit of the experience and ar- 
gumentative abilities of the hon. member 
for Yale on his side of tlio House, but 
felt, in a measure, compensated by tie 
presence of the representative of the 
stormy islands of the Gulf. He was sure 
all the members of the present legislature 
would prove an honor to their country 
and their constituents, Turning to the 
consideration of the speech itself, he ex- 
pressed the greatest pleasure with 
the satisfactory condition of the revenue 
of the province. The estimated roveuue 
for 1890 had fallen short of the actual by 
nearly. $100,000. Tlio prosperity of the 
principal industries of British Columbia 
was eqoally pleasant to contemplate. In 
1874, the net output of the coal mines 
was 81,000 tons ; there was now every 
reason to believo that the output for 18!K) 
would total 083,292 tons. From 1880 to 
1890 there had been an increase of 
9(5,538 tons. Tho fisheries of the province 
were thriving, and kindred industries 
were in an equally healthy condition. In 
regard to land surveys , nothing was re- 
quired more than accurate information 
regarding public lands, and an accurate 
map of the province. When tho early 
topographers were making maps of Brit- 
ish Columbia, and came across a, section 
«£ whose characteristics they wero unin- 
formed, they threw in a rango of moun- 
tains ; and, if this single rango did not 
look well, artistically, another range was 
added to complete tho olfect. All 
tho purely provincial railways were 
prospering, aild their interests should 
be closely watched, - as there was 
nothing like railway construction 
to develop any country. Look at the 
country to the South, with its thousands 
of miles of road, employing 800,000 men, 
and representing a capital of $9,00,000,- 
000. What has made tho United States 
the mighty nation it was to-day? Its 
railways. It was often heard that British 
Columbia was not an agricultural coun- 
try. True, there was much waste land 
within its borders, but the large areas of 
rich land in tho central plateau of the 
province, and along the rivers, were 
sufficient to provido a food supply for a 
great population. It was gratifying to 
learn that tho scattered public dobt of 
the province could bo consolidated into a 
compact whole with advantage to the 
province. It would be much better for 
oil concernod, and would tend to promote 
mutual confidence. Although British 
Columbia was a mining country, and had 
been regarded as such for thirty years 
past, tho mining laws were not yet satis- 
factory. A practical commission had now 
gone throus-h these mining laws, and the 
result would be an act on the statute 
book which would protect the rights of 
tho individual miner and tho capitalist. 
Tho workingmen would be sure to feel 
highly flattered to know that a measuro 
for their benefit would bo introduced by 
the government. He hoped that the 
day was not far distant when something 
moro would he dono for tho laboring 
men and tho disastrous conflicts between 
labor and capital would be at an end. 
Amendments to the railway act were 
necessary, so wore amendnionts to the 
Assessment Act. It was to be hoped 
that in tho lattor measuro provision 
would be made to compel those who have 
no idea ofi. improving their land, so to do, 
or to make them feel tho consequences 
of their indolo'neo. The members of the 
sixth parliament wero gathored as tho 
representatives of a great territory, and, 
before th6 expiration of tho present 
decade, on whioh we wero just 
entering, this country of ours would 
take its place among tho great- 
est in tho world ; British Columbia 
had a magnificent destiny, and, in framing 
tho country's great future, tho members 
of the present legislature would play an 
important, and," ho believed, an honorable 
part. (Applause). 

Mr. Stoddart, in rising to second the 
reply to tho speech, acknowledged the 
compliment that had been paid to the 
district represented by him in calling 
upon him to perform this duty. Looking 
nt tho record of the Government for the 
past four years, he said, one could not 
but bo impressed with the fact that the 
Government's policy had been one cal- 
culated to advance all the interests of tho 
irovinco. Tho province was still in its 
infancy, and required a decidedly pro- 
gressive policy. Our main dependence in 
developing tho resources of tho province, 
must for years bo foreign capital, and 
every encouragement in tho power of fch-j 
Govornmont should bo given outside inves- 
tors Ho was glad to see the construction 



of railways substantially encouraged, and 
hoped, beforo long, to see tho first sod 
turned for the Cariboo railway. Stock- 
raising, in tho interior of the province, 
was becoming a great industry, and other 
industries, as great, were growing up in 
other parts of tho province. He was very 
hopeful of British Columbia's future ; it 
had all the materials for making a mighty 
country. (Applause.) 

Hon. Mr. Beaven congratulated tho 
honorablo members for Comox and Lil- 
looet upon tho able manner upon which 
they had submitted their side of the case 
to tho House. Tho hon. member for 
Comox had been good enough to rofer to 
the condition of the Houso when he , (Mr. 
Hunter) first took his seat. He had been 
kind enough to compliment him (Hon. 
Mr. Beaven) upon his IBug sorvice, but 
ho had referred to that sorvico as un- 
rewarded. While it was not rewarded, 
pecuniarily, he found his reward in the 
estimation of tho citizens of Victoria. 
Ho denied that ho had at all modified his 
opinions Bince he sat and voted with tha 
hon. membor for Comox. He was glad 
to see the tworeprosentativesof Vancouvor 
prestnt ; that a city of tho size of their 
constituency Bhould havo grown up with- 
in tho past few years was substantial evi- 
dence of tho progress of tho country. 
Ho ch&rgod the leador of tho government 
with violating the principles of respon- 
sible government in a " grossly immoral 
manner," and asserted that the prosperity 
of the country was duo in no way to tho 
elforts of tho Government. Tho prosper- 
ity of tho provinco was principally the 
result of better means of communication, 
and this was due to individual effort. 
Ho was glad to boo tho Independent, 
and was ono himself. Ho would support 
all good and oppose all bud measures. 
Unless men camo to tho House 
propared to follow wherever the provin- 
cial secretary led, that hon. gentlemen 
hnd said that tlioy might as well stay at 
home, they could not gain admittance to 
the Government caucus. This was not 
responsible government. The recent 
withdrawal from salo of certain public 
lands was practically locking tho stable 
door after ihe steed had been stolen. Ho 
believed that the salo of these lands had 
not been logally stopped and would not 
tand test, if any ono wanted to force the 
Government to sell. Tho House, in al- 
lowing tho Government to act in this 
manner, was guilty of compounding a fol- 
oiiy — a penitentiary offence. The work 
of tho Mining commission, ho bilieved, 
should have been done by tho Govern- 
ment themselves. They were paid to do 
this work, and not to have the premier 
summon a little parliament of his own 
choosing to make tho people's laws. Ho 
accused tho Government of con- 
tinual blundering in mining legislation, 
and of being responsible fur the land in 
tho railway belt not being in alternate 
blocks. The railway policy of tho gov- 
ernment was a failuro, and it was his 
opinion that a tjeneral act should bo 
passed, under which all railway com- 
panies might incorporate. 

Hon. Air. llobson though tho House 
was to be congratulated on the possession 
of so much new material of excellent 
quality, as was evident from the ad- 
dresses of tho mover and seconder of tho 
reply to the Bpoech. Tho hon. moniber 
for Comox had ovldontly meant to be 
facetious in referring to himself as tho 
only stable one of those of the parlia- 
ment of 1871 now occupying seats in tho 
Houbo. His record for the past twenty- 
live years was beforo the public, 
and it would refuto the in- 
sinuations of tho honorable leader 
of the Opposition. He would have had 
little to say in regard to tho statement 
made by that hon. gentleman had ho not 
put words into his (the premier's) mouth. 
He had been rather stunned by the 
broad statement* of tho leader of the 
Opposition, that ho (the premier) had 
done his best ta prevent railways coming 
into British Coh'mbia. History, from 
the time of the convention lit Yale in 
1808, until now, would show that no man 
had been a more) earliest or persis- 
tent advocato than ho, that union 
with tho Eastern provinces without rail- 
Way communication, was merely a union 
on paper. The railway was tho only 
practical mothod of confederation, and 
he had always strongly supported the 
building of tho C.P.R. and every other 
road that would be calculated to benefit 
British Columbia. The hon. gentleman 
admitted that the province was in a pros- 
perous condition, but ho says it is in 
spite of tho government. This was 
easily said, and if it pleased the leader of 
the opposition, it could hurt no one. 
The people, generally, would ad- 
mit that the prosperity of 
the provinco and tho progressive 
policy of tho Government went together. 
When tho Government took office, the 
country was in a state of stagnation. 
Was it not duo to the ineffectual efforts 
of tho leader of the Opposition ? Was it 
not duo to the illiberal policy of the 
Government of which ho was leader? It 
was a remarkable circumstance that the 
era of prosperity, progress and public 
confidence dawned very shortly after the 
stick-in-the-mud party went out and tho 
present party came in. Ho was perfectly 
well satisfied with the result of tho 
general election ; could tho leador of the 
Opposition say as much 1 Last 
session that hon. gentleman and his 
following numbered eight. Now how 
many wero there ? In regard to the in- 
dependents, on tho hustings their uni- 
versal declaration was that they had no 
Continued on Third Pago.

•connection with the opposition and wero 
prepared to support all good measures in- 
troduced by the novernnien'. Could 
more be asked of thoni ? He denied that 
lie wanted government supporters to bo 
liia servile tools. Ho wanted hon. gen- 
tlemen who would support all good 
and oppose all bad measures, and could 
give their reasons for the stand thoy 
took. He had Baid, it was true, that it 
was an advantage to havo a member who 
would have the right to attend govern- 
ment caucuses. So it was, as that mem- 
ber was moro in the conddence of the 
government, and could obtain the 
ear of the government more readily. 
The lion, leader of the opposition 
talked as though the caucus was peculiar 
to this government and country. This 
was not the fact. In every coun- 
try in the civilised world where 
responsible government was main- 
tained, the caucus played an important 
part. The member for Cassiar last year 
had said that as long as the government 
continued to take ihe representatives of 
the people into its confidence and formed 
its policy to meet the needs of the coun- 
try, there would bo no getting them out 
of power. This was the very essence of 
responsible government — to administer 
affairs in accordance with the best 
wishes of the people, with the greatest 
advantage to the country. How could 
the government obtain a knowledge of 
the wishes of the people if it did not con- 
sult with the people's representatives ? 
Did the opposition want tho live mem- 
bers of tho cabinet to sit in 
their offices and formulate a policy 
without consulting the people's represen- 
tatives ? A greater compliment could 
not have been paid to the Government 
than had. beon, by the momber for Cassiar 
ci last year. If the Government con- 
tinued to act with tho people as they 
wore, there would bono possibility of the 
people ever turning them out of power. 
"Why should thorr> be, as long as the 
•Go>eormm ni carri. d on tho business of 
the country with satisfaction and advan- 
tage to the people '/ Ho never could see 
that theOppositi> n had any policy except 
a policy to try and get into power. He 
never had known of tho Opposition trying 
to have surveys mado of the public lands, 
• although tho leader of the Opposition 
claimed that he had first sug- 
gested action in tlii3 direction. 
He had never said that tho 
land laws were perfect, nor thought that 
they wore. Tho leader of tho Opposition 
wanted it to appear that tho act'on in re- 
gard to amending tho land laws was 
taken from the policy of tho Opposition. 
He had been amused at the remarks of 
tho leader of the Opposition upon this 
subject, after tho action of tho Govern- 
ment had been endorsed by tho press all 
over the province. The question of 
making the needed reforms in the land 
laws had been purposely adjourned until 
thi3 session, after tho general election, in 
order that it might be doalt with by u 
Houso fresh from the people and more 
thoroughly representing them. Tho hon. 
leader of the Opposition had found fault 
with tho manner in which tho public 
lands wero withdrawn from the 
market, and he gavo as his opinion 
that, if [a porson tried, he could 
still compel them to sell. Did tho hon. 
gentleman know that a trial had been 
mado in court, and it had been decided 
that the Land Act was merely an 
enabling act, and tho chief commissioner 
could at any timo refuso to sell ? To take 
the method advised, by making larger re- 
servations, would ho to shut tho door on 
the actual settlor as woll as the specula'or. 
The government's whole land policy was 
alleged to be stolen from the opposition. 
AVhen this government caino in the 
loader of tho opposition was chief com- 
missioner of lands and works. Then 
any speculator who wished could'como in 
and buy all the agricultural land ho liked 
at $L por aero. As soon as tho govorn- 
munt of to-day camo in tho price was 
raised from §1 to §2.50 por aero, and tho 
wild land, too, was raised from 5 to 8k 
cents per aero. If this government 
had stolen tho land policy of 
the opposition it would still bo 
selling agricultural land at ?l"an acre. 
Tho leader of the Opposition had pro- 
nounced it a penitentiary offence to sell 
land at 82.50 per acre ; would it then bo 
a capital crime to sell at SI i 

Tho loader of the Govornment proceed- 
ed to contradict tho "cheat nutty " 
stories brought forward by tho leader of 
tho Opposition. Ho hailed with satisfac- 
tion the advent of so much now blood in 
tho Houso, and predicted that this would 
ho tho bust parliament in tho history of 
British Columbia. (Oheore,) 

Mr. Foster said that ho had boon asked 
to speak on behalf of tho in embers who 
had entered the Houso plodgod to remain 
Independent. Those members intended 
to take no part in unnecessary debates, 
arid ho did not beliovo that the present 
was tho time to spoik. When any 
moiisuro camo beforo tho House tho In- 
dependents would ho prepared to give it 
careful consideration and honest vote.'''' 

Mr, Soralin recalled a number 



of reminiscences of twenty years 
ago. He always supported what 
ho believed ^ to bo the greatest 
good to tho greatest number. Ho re- 
forred to the land question, the manner 
in which tho policy of the government 
was formed and the appointment of the 
mining commission. He, too, welcomed 
tho appearance of the so-called indepen- 
dents in the House. 

The debate was hero adjourned on 
motion of Mr. Grant. 

C0NTA0I0U3 DISEASES. 

The bill to prevent tho spread of con- 
tagious diseases among horses and cattle 
was read a first time, and sot for second 
reading Wednesday. 

COMPENSATION* 

The bill to provide for compensation 
for injuries received by workmen under 
certain cases passed its first reading, and 
tho second was set for Wednesday. 

Mr. Speaker announced that hereafter 
tho House would assemble promptly at 2 
p.m., and the adjournment until Wed- 
nesday at the usual hour was taken.

By Mr. Beavon — To move that the 
committee on standing orders and private 
bills, and the committee on railways, 
should see that all private bills, granting 
franchises or rights, contain sections 
providing against the employment of 
Chinese on any work to bo undertaken in 
pursuance of the bill.

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, BOOTH AND HIS CRITICS. 

The transgressor is not tho only one 
whose way in these days is hard, the way 
of tho reformer is made by both well-in- 
tentioned men and ill-intentioned men 
almost as hard. General Booth is find- 
ing this out. He has proposed a great 
philanthropic scheme by which millions 
are to bo redeemed not only from want 
but from wickedness, but no sooner are 
his intentions made known and his plan 
promulgated than he is fiercely beset by 
a pack of critics who treat him aa if ho 
proposed to make the world worse instead 
of better. Mr. Booth's scheme is beiuj 
testod by criticism which is searchin 
enough but certainly not friendly. Tho 
fire of tho critics is directed not only 
against Mr. Booth's enterprise and his 
methods, but against himself. His fit- 
ness to carry out such an undertaking, 
and tho wisdom of entrusting him with 
the onqrmoua sum ho asks for aro freely 
questioned, and. in terms which are 
noither considerate nor gentle. 

Tho leader and encourager of this 
band of critics is tho London Times. 
That great organ of public opinion treated 
Mr. Booth's scheme with distrust and 
suspicion from the first. It evidently 
believed that Mr. Booth proposed to do 
what is impossible, and it said so in un- 
miBtakablo terms when Darkest England 
was placed before the public, and it 
has kept on doing sc ever since. 
The Times hns found an able, 
a persevering and an exceedingly 
pugnacious ally in Professor Huxley. A 
rich man who distrusted his own powers 
of discernment . placed a large sum in 
the Profossor's hands to bo contributed 
towards the furtherance of the General's 
scheme, if, on inquiry, ho should con- 
sider it worthy of support. The Pro- 
fessor did examino it, and its author, 
and tho conclusion ho has come to is that 
neither deservo the confidence of the 
philanthropist. He has, to do him jus- 
tice, not been backward in giving the 
public his reasons for coming to this con- 
clusion. They are contained in a series 
of letters to tho Times, which are very 
lively reading. There are othors who ex- 
press themselves adversely to Mr. 
Booth's proposals, and who have little 
faith in his ability to accomplish what he 
has undertaken. Some of these, because 
they are Christiana, will bo received by 
tho British public with more favor than 
the Professor, who is an agnostic and the 
inventor of the name. 

It is contended that General Booth's 
system will make those who have been 
reformed under it unfit to become 
citizens of a self-governing country, and 
that his training will prevent them over 
being able to earn thoir living by their 
independent, individual exertions. The 
Times' own correspondent inveighs with 
some force against tho despotic nature of 
Booth's rule. Ho says : 

" Absolute unquestioning obedience to 
tho orders of superior oflicors is to be en- 
forced. The rescued aro to be made 
familiar, at every stage, with tho discipline 
of the Salvation Army, and that 
discipline is that of child-liko obedience, 
and nothing more, the ultimato sanction 
of every command being tho power 
of expulsion. This is not a system tend- 
ing in tho direction of mental freedom ; 
but there may bo pooplo to whom, for 
that very reason, it will appear choice- 
worthy. On tho whole it is strange that, 
lato in tho world's history, in a country 
which has robollod, timo after time, 
against tho tyranny of tho priesthood — 
albeit in many instances the reb-ls havo 
but changed their masters, placing the 
Ritualistic priest or tho Calvinistic 
preacher in tho place of him from Koine — 
funds should bo forthcoming for tho 
aggrandizement of an illiterate priesthood 
dominated by a Pope who is pleased to 
call himself 'General.' Tho parallel is 
closer than mon think." 

Respecting the rescued and tho reform- 
ed under Booth's system, this writer 
sayB :— 

"If thoy aro roally reformed, if tho 
habits of inebriation and idleness havo 
been driven out of thorn thoroughly, they 
will bo fit to tako their places in tho 
world as independent human beings, to 
be emancipated from tho guardian- 
ship of tho Salvation Army. If, 
on tho other hand, thoy aro sober, bo- 
causo liquor is inaccessible to them, if 
they work merely bec&UBe there is the 
alternative of s arvation boforo them, 
thoir sobriety is no more stablu than that 
of a convict on Dartmoor, and their in- 
dustry is merely superficial. In other 
words, if tho scheme is worth anything 
it must bo prepared to pronounce a man 
frao at some timo or olhor, and to leave 
him to faco natural temptations from the 
samo footing as other mon." 

Wo fear vory much that the Salvation 
industrial drill will not havo tho ofl'ect de- 
scribed in tho last sontonco of tho above 
quotation. The rescued may bo kept 
tolerably " straight " while undor Salva- 



tion Army discipline, but, his training 
will, wo foar, practically unfit him for 
thinking and acting for himself. For 
this reason, we have very little faith in 
tho Oversea Colony part of General 
Booth's scheme. The man who becomes 
a useful member of a colonial community 
must havo learned to think and act for 
himself. If General Booth's system 
tends to make those under it mere crea- 
tures of drill— pieces of animated mechan- 
ism in an artificial community— they will 
never succeed in a colony. The tendency 
of the passive obedience system is to take 
from a man his individuality and to in- 
capacitate him for independent action. 

Tho criticism of which General Booth 
and Iiis echemo aro tho objects, is, no 
doubt, hard, to bear, but is it not neces- 
sary ? Is it not right for mon to examine 
closely every scheme of reform submitted 
ta them ? We can oasily understand that 
General Booth may make the sharpest 
strictures of tho most unfriendly of his 
critics useful. He does not seem in the 
least dismayed. He roplios to tho most 
serious of tho attacks made upon him 
personally in an admirable spirit, and ho 
hopes to be able to prove to tho world by 
what ho doos that his scheme is practic- 
able, and that it is capable of ameliorating 
the condition of tho classes which it is his 
object to rescue. 

A QUESTION OF COMPETENCY. 

Tho San Francisco Chronicle does not 
think that tho question, whether tho 
District Court of Alaska decided justly 
and according to law, when it condemned 
tho British ship W. P. Sayward, which 
whs seized by a United States cruisor 
sixty miles from land, is onu which should 
be passed upon by a judicial tribunal. 
Our San Francisco contemporary has 
singular ideas with respect to the func- 
tions of a court of appeal. Surely, if the 
Alaskan inferior court could pass upon 
tho question of jurisdiction, it i3 not too 
high or too difficult a one for the Supreme 
Court of tho United States to consider 
and pronounce upon. This is what the 
Chronicle says on the subject :— 

" Is tho question a proper one to be 
passed upon by a judicial tribunal i Wo 
think not. It is of tho vory essence of a 
court that it shall havo complete jurisdic- 
tion of the persons of litigants and of tho 
subject matter of the controversy, and 
that it shall havo power to on force its 
decrees. In this case a number of these 
essentials aro lacking. The foreign 
owner of tho vessel, it is true, makes a 
nominal submission to the jurisdiction of 
tho conrt, but that is all. Uo does not 
consent to be bound by tho decision, nor 
if ho did could it extend the jurisdiction 
of tho Supremo Court, for jurisdiction 
cannot bn conferred by consent. The 
question would still bo an open one, to 
bo settled only by international agree- 
ment." 

All these objections apply with greater 
force to the Alaskan Court than thoy do 
to tho Supremo Court. Tho inferior 
court undertook to decide that a seizuro 
niado sixty miles from shoro in Behring's 
Sea was lawful. It took upon itself to 
punish tho " foreign owner " by depriving 
him of his property, and wo havo a notion 
that that owner was very far, indeed, from 
making a nominal or any other 
kind of submission to tho Court. If 
deciding that the vessel has violated the 
law of tho United States and declaring it 
and ita cargo forfeit was not deciding up- 
on the question of jurisdiction, wo won- 
der how jurisdiction could bo more em- 
phatically and impressively asserted. 
Suppose the commander of a United 
States cruiser were insane enough to 
seize a British vessel in tho Gulf of St. 
Lawrence, is there a court in the United 
States that would attempt to justify his 
act in any way ? Not one. And why? 
Because it is known that tho United 
States has no jurisdiction over the wa- 
ters of that Gulf. Not only would tho 
British ship-owner, or ship-master, bo 
liberated with an ample apology and 
compensation for tho damages and loss 
ho had suffered on account of 
tho seizure, but the commander of the 
cruisor would bo courtmartialled and do- 
graded. But the British contention is 
that tho United States has quite as good 
a claim to jurisdiction over tho waters of 
tho Gulf of St. Lawrenco as it has over 
tho waters of Behring's Sea outside the 
three mile limit. Surely, anyone capablo 
of roason must seo that tho question of 
jurisdiction was settled by tho Alaskan 
court as far as such a court could sottlo 
it. If tho judge in that court considered 
that the jurisdiction of tho United States 
in Behring's Sea did not extend beyond 
tho shoro further than a marine league, 
would ho havo begun to listen to proceed- 
ings against tho W. P. Sayward after it 
had been proved that sho had been 
seized upon tho high seas ? 



the patient is or is not what we unscien- 
tific people call " consumptive. " 

It is not easy to understand what the 
remedy really is. It is not tho bacilli, 
but somothing which tho bacilli produce. 
Tho telegram, which contains extracts 
from Dr. Koch's report, gives us the fol- 
lowing information : 

" Tho remedy which is usod in the 
now treatment consists of a glycerine ex- 
tract derived from tho pure cultivation of 
tubercle bacilli into a siniplo extract. 
There naturally passes from tho tubercle 
bacilli besidea tho effective substances all 
other matter soluble in fifty par cent, of 
glycerine." 

The unprofessional reador may not be 
greatly edified by this information, but 
ho may gather from it that Dr. Koch un- 
dertakes to cure consumption on a prin- 
ciple somewhat similar to that contained 
in tho familiar saying about taking a 
hair of the dog that bit you. It is a 
bacillius, or rathermany coloniosof bacilli, 
that do tho mischief from which tho con- 
sumptive patient suffers, and it is from 
collections of this same bacillius, culti- 
vated artificially, that Dr. Koch extracts 
tho substance which he uses as a cure for 
consumption. A mild form of diseaso is 
not producod by the injection of the 
lymph, as is tho case with vaccination, 
but it appears to act on the bacilli in tho 
syatem aa a poison. It kills them and 
the patient gets well. If tho patient is 
too far gone, if there aro too many bacilli 
in tho system, tho process of killing them 
is very hard on tho patient, so hard that 
lie cannot stand it, and ho dies as well as 
tho bacilli. 

Tho curative nature of Dr. Koch's 
lymph is not yet, by any means, estab 
lishod. There aro physicians who deny 
its efficacy, and who speak of it in con- 
temptuous terms. But medical men, 
generally, believe in it. They think that 
it is a remedy for consumption, when ap- 
plied during tho earlier stages of the 
disease, and many of them look at it as 
valuable, not only as a euro for consump- 
tion, but as a modo of treatment which 
will eventually lead to tho discovery of a 
certain euro for many other diseases. 
Very little is known, as yet, of tho action 
of bacilli of different kinds in disease, 
but it is believed that the enquiries and 
discoverios of Dr. Koch and other inves- 
tigators will result in other and, perhaps, 
oven more valuablo discoveries, and will 
completely revolutionize medical science.

Koch's euro is not what i.t generally 
considered a medicine. It is not a drug 
or a preparation of drugs. It is neither 
vegetable nor mineral. It is a product 
of diseaso. In this it resembles tho 
vnccine matter. Tho active element of 
the lymph is a poison of extraordinary 
virulence to persons affected by tuber- 
culosis. Tho quantity used at each in- 
jection may bo said to bo almost inlini 
tiaemal. On tho bacilli this matter has 
a must extraordinary effect, but where 
there aro none of thoso agents of diseaso 
its action is mild.

Mr. Kennedy 
was dead when the picture was taken, and 
Mr. Barnston and Mr. Muir, who seldom 
uppeared in the House, are not in tho pic- 
ture. 



THE EARTH. 

Continuation of Rev, J. Wastle Green's 
Series of Lectures in the Cathedral 
School House. 

Row J. VVustie Green, last night, de- 
livered another of the series of lectures that 
he is giving iu the suhooMiouuu of Christ 
Church Cathedral. Ho said : 

"We have already considered tho im- 
portant part played by the outer envelope, 
the life-sustaining atmosphere, and seen how 
it forms an integral part of tho rotating 
globe, being in fact the lightest und most 
attenuated form of the matter of which tho 
globe consists, unci showing this by the fact 
of its being subject to gravitation and 
pressure. Wo have now to show how inti- 
mately connected that outer envelopo is 
with the inner water envelopo from which 
it is continually being supplied with vast 
Btores of aqueous vapor to be disposed 
wherever needed, and again returned to the 
surface of the sea in the shape of rain and 
river water. For, every drop of rain that 
falls has been raised by the sun from the 
ocean and ultimately returns to its bosom 
again to recommence again its unceasing 
routine of evaporation und condensation. 
Wo have ohsorved also the laws of perman- 
ent winds, and the causes which lead to tho 
chief variable air currents, and wo saw how 
their directions depended primarily on tho 
earth's rotation, and secoudarily on tho 
sun's action north and south of tho 
equator. And when wo como to ex- 
amine the ocean, with its eurreuts and 
tidal laws, we shall find that these 
two depend on the earth's rotation, as also 
on the sun's action in warming their sur- 
faces. As we enquired into the composition 
und weight of the atmosphere so wo may 
examine the composition of the sea and its 
functions." The lecturer, ufter going into 
details of theso, summed thein up as follows 
that the salt of the sea is largely duo to the 
components of the original atmosphere from 
which it was condensed, as also to the min- 
eral salts curried into it by rivers ; that sea- 
water is regularly rerated by the waves, the 
air is diffused into its depths, serving for 
the respiration of submarine lives, and that 
from the dead bodies of sea animals and 
plants is built up again protoplasm — the 
fundamental substance of plant and animal 
life — and diffused throughout the ocean. 
Mr. Green then proceeded to discuss the 
depths of tho great ocean basinB, and to 
describe tho great currents, showing how, 
while chiefly caused by the action of the 
great air currents, they are affected by the 
formation of land, and how they differ in 
direction according as they are in northern 
or southern hemispheres, together with the 
influence of the gulf stream and great equa- 
torial Pacific current on tho climates of 
Western Europe and North America. From 
this the lecturer passed to the law of tides 
and their mathematical demonstration, and 
then to the work done by the sea in supply- 
ing the moisture to the atmosphere in 
regulating the distribution of temperature, 
in wearing away and reducing the area of 
land, und, on the other hand, in receiving 
and preserving the mnteriuls for the future 
formation of new land.

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UNHAPPY PARISIANS. 



Tlie Misorable Poor of the French 
Metropolis Bflinj? Warmed by 
Fires in the Streets. 



Sucli Terrible Weather Never Known 
in Europe Before - Algiers 
Covered With Snow. 



Faris, Jan. 19. — Tho municipal autho 
ritien to-night lighted hundreds of firea 
in the streets of the city, and largo num- 
bers of wretchedly poor porsons crowdod 
around them to obtain somo relief from 
the intense cold which prevails. Evory 
effort is being made to relievo tho groat 
distress and tho Palace do Boaux-artes 
has been converted into a night shelter 
for the homeless, and is provided with a 
soup kitchen. Municipal buildings else- 
-where are also used for similar purposes. 
An epidomic of disease resembling in- 
fluenza has broken out in Berlin. 

Dispatches from all parts of France tell 
of great inconvenienco and suffering caua- 
• ed by the intense cold weather. The har- 
kors of Toulon and Lausanne are frozon 
over for tho first time on record. Tho 
olive crop in tho department of Gardo is 
fast boiug ruined. The whole community 
in tho neighborhood of Perpignan, in tho 
Pyrenees, is cut off from communication, 
and way-farers have been frozen to death. 
At Saragossa, Spain, the mercury is 14 
degrees Fahrenheit, and snow is falling. 
A largo number of vessels are ice-bou»d 
at Bordeaux. Packs of wolves and wild 
boars are invading tho isolated districts. 
The animals have become desporato 
through hungor, and fearlessly prowl 
about tho houses to tho groat consterna- 
tion of tho people. The same stato of 
affairs oxist in Spain. 

Advices from Algiers aro to the effect 
that tho country is covered with snow, 
and that traffic is blockaded. 

Yesterday, an aired man was found 
frozen to death in a lodging-houso in this 
' city. Tho thermometer, yesterday, 
touched 7 degrees Fahrehheit at Macon, 9 
here, 12 at Toulouse, and 5 at Gronoblo. 
Wells are frozen at Perpign>\n, where ii 
man was found frozen to death in tho 
street. A women was found frozen to 
death in bod at Spignal, where tho ther 
momotor indicated 4 degrees below zero, 
Slight snow falls aro reported from tho 
Itiviera. 

London, Jan. 19. — The sovority of tho 
•weather recently experienced in Great 
Britain is increasing. There is much suf 
foring among the poorer classes, and from 
■various sections of the country come ac 
counts of many cattle, and, in several in 
stances, human beings, having been 
frozen to death. Several trados are at a 
stand-still. A lady was found, to.day, 
frozen to deatli in a railroad carriago at a 
•station in this city. 

Vienna, Jan. 19.— Nearly all tho roads 
and railroads throughout Austria aro 
blocked with snow, causing considerable 
delay. In addition a number of country 
towns aro completely isolated, and aro 
likely to remain so for some time. These 
towns are suffering for inability to renew 
their coal and provision suppies. 

Kiel, Jan. 19. — Tho Baltic sea, so far 
as can be saen from tho lighthouse, is 
covered with ice. Lake Constance 
covered with ice and navigation is £ 
ponded. 

Berlin, Jan. 19. — Several steamers in 
the ice-blocked river Elbe have last their 
propo'lors by dashing against ice-floats. 
A number of vessels have parted their 
anchor chains and aro drifting hopelessly 
in the stream. Tho strongest tugs cannot 
leave the harbor of Cuxhavon on account 
of tho ico. Citizens are assisting tho 
military to blast the ice with melinite 

Reports from all parts show that tho 
thermometer has touched many degrees 
below zero, Fahrenheit, but that the cold 
ia bearable in tho absence of wind. The 
ice hero is 18 inches thick. Tho sea be- 
tween Stratsond and Rugen, live miles in 
width, is alive with skaters and sleighs. 
Tho ponds are frozen to the bottom. 
Twenty-one head of door in tho royal 
forest at Boudath have died. 

In Holland and Belgium several feet 
of snowfall have put a stop to railway and 
street travel. Thousands of men aro en- 
gaged in clearing tho roads. On tho 
coast of Holland tho sea is frozen over a 
great distanco, and there aro banks of ico 
on shore of extreme beauty. Only the 
liarbors of Rotterdam and Flushing are 
accessible to vessels. 

Advices from Naples report the death 
of two persons from cold. The Italian 
rivers aro incumbered with ice. Tho roof 
of a school for boys at San Dunctrio gavo 
way beneath tho burden of snow and ice, 
and tho whole mass wont crashing into 
tho schoolroom below. Twenty pupils 
were injured. On the frontier near 
Geneva a man was found frozon to death. 

Several vessels have been wrecked in 
the Bay of Biscay, and a number of lives 
lost. Gales throughout Europe aro tho 
sorerest in years. 

STARVING SLOWLY. 

Slow-Bound Inhibit nits of an Algerian VII- 
luga in Terrible .Straits. 

Algiers, Jan. IV. — Unless a miraclo 
happons or the weather changes within a 
vory short time, tho inhabitants of Sub- 
dou, a small town in tho district of Tlom- 
con, province of Orana, will starve to 
death. 

About a week ago information ro^ched 
Tlemcon that tho inhab tants of Sobdou 
were snowed up beyond escape and woro 
slowly starving to death. 

Tho stock of provisions had run out 
boforo tho bearer of the nows reached 
Tlemcen, and it was said that horses, 
mules.and even cats woro being killed for 
food. 

As in tho majority of small towns, 
Sobdou deponded entirely upon convoys 
of provisions which reached them from 
the largor towns, and tho stock kopt on 
band is comparatively small. 

When tho news reached tho military 
authorities of Tlomcen, thoy immediately 
aont a quantity of provisions, undor an 
escort of troops, to tho rolief of Sobdou. 

Unhappily tho convoy a day or two 
later was snowed up in tho Torni pass, 
and it was somo tinio boforo tho authori- 
ties at Tlomcen became awaro of tho dan- 
ger to which tho convoy was exposed.

To- 
day information was received that the at- 
tempt to provision Sobdou had failed, 
that the district was hopelossly snowed 
up and tho troops wero continuing their 
efforts to open up a lino of communication 
to lobdou O rilV0 fears aro fintertained 
for the inhabitants of tho snowod-up 
lhel<rench, used to an African sum- 
mer, and utterly unaccustomed to such a 
severely cold winter as tins, make but 
poor headway in tho snow. The troops 
tnomselvos aro sufforing terrribly from 
cold. 

Their clothing, camp equipage and 
small-shelter tents are unfitted for the 
bitterly cold work of digging milo upon 
mile through the snow towards Sebdou. 

rhon again, tho high winds which have 
been prevailing greatly hinder the work 
of tho troops, raising huge drifts of snow 
in places which tho soldiers had previous- 
ly cleared. This greatly discourages the 
men. Tho troops also suffer from lack of 
fuel.

It is expected 
that it will transport largo packages 
between tho two cities in less than 
twenty minutes. 

Official returns of the Canadian seal 
fishery show that 89,547 seals wero 
taken tho past season, an increase of 
0,000 over last year. Of this number 
2.3S3 woro taken off tho coast of British 
■Columbia and 18,105 in Bchring Sea. 

The mineral fields of Idaho are among
